WESTERN FIGHT GOES ON 


Renewed German Attacks on 
Bethincourt Are Repulsed 
with Heavy Losses. 


LONDON, March 9.—Shifting their 
main attack back to the east of the 
Meuse, the German forces before Ver- 
dun have been delivering violent as- 
saults on the French front east and 
southeast of Douaumont, their chief ob- 
jective being Vaux and Fort de Vaux, 
which lies a little more than half a 
mile to the southward of the village. 

Both Vaux and the fort were cap- 
tured by two Posen reserve regiments 
in a “glorious. night attack,’ Berlin 
reports, stating that the victorious 
troops were led by General von Guret- 
sky-Cornitz, Commander of the Ninth 


Reserve Division of the infantry, and 
that they took ‘“‘numerous adjoining 
fortified positions.”’ 

Loss of the village is flatly denied by 


the official bulletins issued in Paris,: 


which indicate, however, that the fight- 
ing there has been of a very desperate 
character. The afternoon report says 
that after an intense artillery fire the 
Germans made several powerful on- 
slaughts, but were completely repulsed, 
some detachments who éntered Vaux 
being driven out by a counterattack. 
The night report emphasizes the check

onslaughts, probably made today, weré 
repulsed with heavy losses, it is said. 

A Suggestive French Statement. 

Of Fort de Vaux the French War 
Office makes no mention in its after- 
noon bulletin. Tonight's communiqué, 
however, contains this paragraph, 
which suggests the possibility that the 
fort has been lost, although the French 
still hold commanding points in that vi- 
cinity: 

“Finally, the Germans launched 
against our trenches bordering the foot 
of the slopes of the ridge dominating 
Fert de Vaux violent attacks in solid 
formations, which were driven back. 
The Germans suffered enormous losses 
from our curtain of fire.” 

Fort de Vaux lies nearly two miles 
southéast of Fort de Douaumont, which 
presumably the Brandenburgers are still 
holding,. and is a trifle nearer Verdun, 
which is a little more than four miles 
Wistant. 

Fighting continues on the west bank 
ef the Meuse, but apparently with less 
vigor. The Germans have been renew- 
ing their attempts to capture Bethin- 
court, but Paris says they have failed. 
The French state that they have made 
further progress in the Bois des Cor- 
beaux, and now hold practically all of 
that section wherein the Crown Prince’s 
soldiers made such a successful drive 
on Tuesday. 

As a result of the operations of yes- 
terday and today, the French line now 
runs from Bethincourt, by Corbeaux 
Wood and the northern part of. Cu- 
mieres, to the upper end of Cdété de 
lOie, and is thus in advance of the first 
line of resistance, constituted by. posi- 
tions running from Le Mort Homme 
Hill to the south of Cumieres. 

The night report of the French War 
Office reads: 


In Belgium our artillery has dis- 
played activity against the,enemy po- 
sitions to thé south of Lombaertzyde. 

In Champagne we effectively bom- 
barded the defensive organizations of 
the enemy to the west of Navarin, to 
the east of the Butte du Mesnil, and 
in the region of’ Massiges. 

To the west of the Meuse our troops 
continued to ‘make progress during 
the course of the day in the Bois des 
Corbeaux, almost the whole of which 
we hold, 

To the east of the Meuse the Ger- 
mans ‘directed several attacks against 

our front/sfrom: Douaumont as far as 
Vaux.

“The terrific enthusiasm of victory, which was to electrify Germany 
and stagger humanity, has failed, and will never materialize. We and our 

allies are more-certain of final success, and the Germans’and their allies are 
more depressed. They have now begun‘to fear. the worst.”

The whole front west of the Meuse 
was copiously shelled yesterday by the 
German heavy artillery, but the Ger- 
Man-infantry attacked only against po- 
sitions at Bethincourt, on the left of the 
more westerly of the two plateaux be- 
tween which the French line runs. Wave 
after wave of densely packed masses 
dashed forward, but the Frenchmen, 
having emerged from shelter as soon as 
the preliminary bombardment had 
ceased, directed such an effective fire 
from carefully placed machine guns, 
accompanied by fire from rifles and 75 
millimeters guns. that: after struggling 
boldly again and again the assailants 
finally gave up and retired. Encour- 
aged by their successful resistance, the 
Frenchmen then won back Corbeaux 
Wood, which they had lost on Wednes- 
day. 

Artillerymen on both sides are living 
up to the reputation already established 
for the battle of Verdun as the greatest 
artillery duel of the war. Many sectors 
of the French front on Sunday and Mon- 
day received an average of 100,000 shells 
in twelve hours. Whole woods were re- 
duced to kindling material. The little 
river at Forges disappeared altogether, 
having been dammed in half a dozen 
places, and thirty feet of the crest of 
Hill 213, near Forges, was blown away. 

The first attack on Bethincourt, made 
on Tuesday, was preceded by six hours’ 
terrific bombardment. Then the infan- 
try came on from three sides, along the 
road from Gercourt to Bethincourt,. from 
Forges village, and from the slopes of 
Hill 265. French officers estimate that 
the attacking forces numbered at least 
20,000. Fifteen different battalions were 
identified. All day long the Germans 
fought to gain a footing in Bethincourt, 
which lies in a —*— commanded by 
poth sides. When night fell the last.at- 
tacking column was thrown back by the

_BERLIN, March 8, (via London,) 
March -.9.—The attack on the village of 
Forges, on the west bank of the Meuse,

In the earlier phases of the operations 
the Crown Prince confined his attack to 
the eastern bank of the river and ne- 
glected the region west of the Meuse. 

At Forges is a promontory which 
forces the Meuse to make a sharp bend 
toward the east. The Germian attack 
swept the French back from the river 
about two miles. 

The new position to which the French 
have been driven lies along the ridge of 
Cote de l'Ole, the backbone of the 
Forges*: Peninsula. The. French have 
been ‘forced to move their guns to the 
next ridge, known as Le Mort Homme 
(Dead Man’s Bib, which is 2056 meters 
high. ° 
The loss of Fresties is a serious blow 
to the French defenders of Combres 
Heights and Les Eparges, the southern- 
most French salient, where the Ger- 
man lines which, up to this point, -have 
lain in the Plain of Woevre, turn and 
climb the heights of the Lorraine hills. 
Fresnes, when in the hands of the 
French, protected Combres from attack 
from the east, but the hill is now open 
to attack from both east and south.

COLUMBUS, N.._M., March 9.—Mrs. 
Maud Haw Wright, an .American 
woman who id she was held captive 
by General Villa for nine days and was 
liberated in the midst of today’s fight- 
ing, declared that. Villa announced, on 
March 1 his intention to attack Colum- 
bus and proceeded north under forced 
marches to carry out his purpose. His 
men, with scant supplies of water and 
meat, sufferéd severely, she said, and 
many,dropped from their horses on the 
march to Boca Grande. 

Villa, she declared, ruled them by fear, 
and his officers with the flats of their 
swords beat the soldiers into animation 
sufficient to reach that. point, where 
they rested and prepared for the raid. 

Tuesday, Mrs. Wright related, Villa 
pandits attacked employes of the Palo- 
mas Cattle Company engaged in round- 
ing up. cattle, killing four.

‘The declaration enumerates a long 
series of breaches of neutrality by the

a time exceeding that given neutrals; 
the permission given the English Navy 
to use Madeira as a naval base; actual 
ergagements between Portuguese and 
German troops on the frontier of Ger- 
man Southwest Africa and Angola; fre- 
quent insults to the German nation by 
members of the Portuguese Parliament, 
who never were reprimanded. 

“The declaration further points out 
that the seizure of German ships in 
neutral Portuguese ports on Feb. was 
an act against the law and the treaties 
concluded between Germany and Por- 
tugal. It states that, according to the 
treaty between the two nations, the seiz- 
ure ought to have been preceded by an 
agreement regarding the price to be paid 
the owners and that it was only justi- 
fiable in case of public necessity in Por- 
tugal, whereas the tonnage of the ships 
was evidently larger than that needed to 
remedy the scarcity of the tonnage at 
Portugal’s disposal. It is further stated 
that the Portuguese Government did not 
even try to enter into communication 
with the German owners or the German 
Government. The declaration continues: 

“*The Portuguese Government, _ by 
these acts, openly gave evidence that 
Portugal considers herself England's 
vassal for whom England’s interests and 
wishes are paramount in comparison 
with other considerations.

ZEPPELINS LEADING 
GERMAN FLEET AT SEA 


Airships Twice Seen Scouting 
Ahead of Naval Squadrons— 
Keep Sharp Eye on British. 


Special Cable to Toe NEW YORK TIMBS 

LONDON, March 9.—Rotterdam dis- 
patches ‘confirm reports of German 
naval activity in the North Sea, not 
metely in small squadrons and few de- 
stroyers, but a huge fleet numbering 
fifty warships, some of them of great 
size. Two -Zeppelins and several sub- 
marines have been seen. 

In these trips the Zeppelins play an 
important part as scouts to prevent sur- 
prise by the British fleet. During the 
recent air raids on England one Zeppe- 
lin was seen guarding three cruisers, a 
number of destroyers and submarines, 
which were credited with the intention 
* — a. dash to English waters. 

Zeppelin scouts, however, discov- 
ered the watchfulness of the English 
fleet and the German squadron hastily 
withdrew. 

When the —— fleet was last seen 
on Monday it was about 165 miles due 
west of the mouth of the Elbe.

‘THE DEFENSE MUDDLE. 

The necessity for prompt action 
in the matter- of providing this 
country with means of protection does 
not decrease as the weeks go by; quite 
the contrary. Yet many of the fellow- 
citizens of Senator NEwtanps of Ne- 
vada are beginning to share his ap- 
prehension that Congress wil! not 
evolve a practical system of defense 
from {ts extended deliberations this 
séssion. The Senate's bill, which has 
now been-returned to the hands of the 
committee which shaped it for further 
consideration, comprises ecighty-eight 


‘printed pages and includes at least 


one provision, that providing for a 
partial nullification ef the Civil Serv- 
ice law, which must be eliminated, as 
well as many which require careful 
consideration. Presumably the House 
bill is no shorter, and it will certainly 
require as careful scrutiny. There is 
no sign yet. of the completion of a 
naval bill In either house. The process 
of deliberation, “ ike a wounded snake, 
drags its slow length along.” Ad- 
miral FLETCHER suggested to the 
House Committee yesterday the ex- 
penditure of $1,500,000,000 on the 
navy. A Hittle while ago, when an ex- 
penditure of $600,000,000 for sea de- 
fenses was advocated, the country was 
visibly shocked. The whole subma- 
rine question was reopened when Ad- 
miral Taytor, Chief of the Bureau of 
Naval Construction, contradicted the 
testimony of Admiral GRANT, com- 
mander of the submarine fieet, as to 
the inutility of small boats. The bu- 
reau is responsible for the F-boats and 
K-boats which meet. with so many 
mishaps. It seems that Admiral 
GRANT’s practical experience with sub- 
marines ought to give his testimony 
weight. 

Senator NEwLANDs suggested some 
weeks ago the appointment of a com- 
mission to consider the whole subject 
of defense. It seemed at that time 
that such a commission would only 
tend to increase the confusion. But 
the confusion is already so bewildering 
that there now is small ground for 
hepe that a program of naval and 
military preparedness at once ade- 
quate and reasonable can be first 
evolved and then agreed upon with- 
out great waste of precious time.

THE BUILDING INSPECTION BILL. 

The Building Inspection bill intro- 
duced in the Legislature ' Wednesday 
is the work of a committee appointed 
by the Mayor, headed by the Fire 
Commissioner, and composed of repre- 
sentatives of various organizations 
Specially interested and eompetent in 
the subject. If it becomes law it will 
clear away the impotent welter of juris- 
dictions and inspections which is the 
present system-or want of it. There 
will be one inspection of a building 
going up. A certificate of occupancy 
will testify that ‘the finished build- 
ing has been erected in accordance 
with all the building laws and ordi- 
nances. Alterations will be certified 
in the same manner. The Fire Com- 
missioner. inspects all finished build- 
ings. If he finds that the laws have 
not been followed he orders such 
changes aS are necessary, and they 
are made under the direction of the 
Building Department. 

A Board of Standards and Appeals, 
consisting of the Fire Commissioner, 
the Superintendents of Bulldings, the 
Chief of the Uniformed Force of the 
Fire Department, and six other mem- 
bers appointed by the Mayor, of whom 
four are experts, is to exercise the 
power in regard to buildings given to 
the Industrial Commission by the law 
of 1915. The pernictous inactivity of 
the Industrial Commission was ex- 
hibited In détail by the Coroner’s jury 
that investigated the Diamond candy 
factory fire. The bill promises two 
most desirable objects: to keep the 
incompetents of the State Labor De- 
partment out of structural factory .in- 
spection, and to provide, in the Board 
of Standards and Appeals, a skilled 
and trustworthy vehicle of consistent 
building regulation.

The 
ideal library, probably, would be one 
containing all the books and . other 
printed matter that have ever been 
published. As that ideal is obviously 
unattainable, it is fair and indeed 
necessary to apply other tests as well 
as that, of size in deciding whether or 
not a ifbrary deserves to be called 
‘* great '' and in fixing its place in the 
library scale. a 

Now, there are collections of books 
and pamphlets and manuscripts that 
are larger than that in the New York 
Public Library. London has one claim- 
ing that worthy distinction, and so has 
Paris, but the officials of the New York 
institution have the best of rights to 
emphasize the fact, demonstgated by 
the statistics gathered by them, that 
our library is more used, and therefore 
is to a greater degree serving the pur- 
pose for which libraries are maintained 
out of.public funds, than the largest 
and beet in other countries. That, too, 
is a worthy distinction, and it is one 
enabling New Yorkers not only to be 
proud of their library, but also to claim 
a certain degree—very gently and cau- 
tiously, of coursé, so as not to offend or 
grieve anybody—of credit for them- 
selves. 

We are supposed ‘by our neighbors, 
near and —* to be a hurried and 
anxious lot, with little thought for any- 
thing except getting arid spending 
money, but it seems that we are highly 
appreciative of the advantages to be 
derived from books and avail ourselves

De- 
tectives of the old school are also ‘psy~- 
chologists in their way, but the Umita- 
tions of their knowledge have made them 
properly cautious about assuming what 
people would and would not do. That 
they leave to the detectives of fiction, 
and for the most part content themselves 
with finding out—when they can—what 
has been done and by whom. They like 
to believe that they déal with certain- 
ties and the onstrable, but the evi- 
dence on which they rely—and courts, 
too, for the most part—is not nearly as 
trustworthy as that to be obtained by 
the methods of the new psychology. 

By those methods the.truth can often 
be extorted from witnesses intentionally 
dishonest as well as from those. honestly 
mistaken. Yet judges, and lawyers, too, 


t are still unwilling to ascribe convicting 


importance to deductions based on asso- 
ciation tests and time reactions. They 
will come to. both, in time, just as, after 
long refusal, they at_last admitted the 
adequacy of finger. prints as evidence, 
even im capital cases. 


In the will under 
which the property

the testatrix at the time the document 
was drawn. The dog is long since dead, 
but the clause In the will remains un- 
canceled. No lawyer would hesitate to 
say that the dog's legacy will become a 
part of the residuary estate, and be al- 
lottea as such. But why, one might— 
and in fact does—ask, should that be the 
disposition made of that part of the 
estate? 

The law- would have confirmed the 
dog’s enjoyment of the bequest had he 
survived. his owner, and as he had a 
right to inherit, should not the benefits 
of that right pass to his next of kin, ¢x- 
actly as they would were he a human 
heir dying intestate? There may be 
children of his still alive; there certainly 
are relatives. And the affiliations of a 
dog such as a distinguished actress 
would bé apt to own and cherish can al- 
most certainly be traced from records 
that are more carefully kept than are 
these of most human beings. 

Of course somebody will try to spoil 
this problem in law and ¢thics by ‘writ- 
ing in to us that the dog was the bene- 
ficiary of a trust, and not an heir at 
all, but it is much more interesting to 
credit him with the superior function or 
status. To do so at least provides for 
discussion a topic other than war, and 
that is*‘something, these days,

TAX REDUCTION CLAIMS. 


How the City Would Lose by the 
Proposed Change of Law. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The advertisement of the Tax Reduction 
Committee printed in Tum Timps claims 
that if the measures advocated by this com- 
mittes should be enacted they will result in 
a total annual saving to New York City of 
$11,000,000. This claim is not warranted by 
the facts. 

Two of the items counted upon for $5,000,- 
000 of this alleged saving are proposals to 
Sive the city the proceeds of the stock trans- 
fer tax and a share of the new excise tax 
if an additional tax ia levied.

In respect to the stock transfer tax, the 


aaving claimed by giving the City of New 
York the proceeds of the sales of stamps 
here is $4,000,000. This amount is excessive, 
nor witli it all be a saving. It is true that 
the average receipts from the stock transfer 
tax for.the last ten years have been slightly 
in excess of $4,000,000 a year, taking the 
State as.a whole. But the receipts from 
that tax have been decreasing ever since its 
enactment. For the first five years, 1906- 
1910 inclusive, the average was $5,000,000 
annually. But for the last five years, 1911- 
1915 inclusive, the receipts have —— only 
$3,000,000 annually. 

It is a very debatable question as to 
whether the localities have a right to a 
share in a tax of this character. Personally, 
I believe the proceeds belong to the State. 
But waiving this point, the State would be 
deprived of that much revenué, which at 
present decreases the total of any direct 
State tax which may be imposed. New York 
City pays 90 per cent, of the stock transfer 
tax (theoretically;) it actually pays 70 per 
cent. of any direct State tax. So that any 
possible saving would only be 20 per cent. 
of the “axeregate, If New York City re- 
tained $3,000,000 annually from the sale of 
stock transfer stamps, the net gain, after 
making up its share of the additional direct 
State tax, would be about $800,000. 

The cape in respect to the excise tax is 
worse. “The city now pays about 60 per cent. 
of this tax, and the rest of the State 40 per 
cent., whereas this city céntributes 70 per 
cent, of direct State taxes dnd the reat of 
the State 30 per cent. Therefore the city 
would gain by 10 per cent, should all of the 
excise money he taken over by the State in 
order to prevent the imposition of a direct 
tax. Conversely, if the city retains, as stated 
in this advertisement, $1,000,000 of any ad- 
ditional excise money, this means that the 
localities in the rest .of the State would re- 
tain over $600,000, If this decrease of §1,- 
600,000 had to be made up by @ direct tax 
New York City would pay about $1,100,000, 
losing by this change in the law about $100, - 
000 instead of gaining the predicted $1,000,000,

WASHINGTON, March 9.—The con- 
science fund in the United States Treas- 
ury took a sudden leap toward the half 
million mark today. In the mail this 
morning on the desk of George R 
Cooksey, Secretary to Secretary Mc- 
Adeo, lay an envelope mailed in New 
York which brought in cash the round 
sum of. $30,000 to be deposited to tho 
credit of ‘‘ conscience.” The sender 


evidently had planned his remittance 
ith more than ordinary care to avoid 
ossible discovery of hig identity. 

Th® amount restored to the Govern- 
ment is the largest single contribution 
ever received.

NEW RULES ON DRAWBACKS. 


They Are. Designed’ to -Make the 
Conditions More Strict. 


The Treasury Department, in an order 
sent out to Collectors and other officials 
of the customs, has stiffened earlier 
rules relating to drawback on: articles 
covered by supplemental sworn state- 
ments or schedules. The new instruc- 
tions state that a number of cases have 
come to the attention of the department 
from which it appears that at some 
ports it has been the practice to accept 
supplemental sworn stateménts and 
schedules and to allow drawback on the 
articles covered thereby, nétwithstand- 
ing that the drawback rate contains no 
authority for such action. 

The order also recites that at a few 
ports drawback is being alloWed on 
articles exported prior to the receipt 
of authorized supplemental statements 
and schedules. It is now directed that 
in the future, where supplemental state- 
ments or schedules aré presented in con- 
— with rates of drawback contain- 

ng no authority for => i thereof, 
the date of receipt shal noted 
thereon and the same Arh be. trans- 
mitted to the department. The liquida- 
tion of entrids..covering articles em- 
braced in such supplemental —— 
is to be suspended.pending receipt of de- 
partmental authority. 

Hereafter, when supplemental: sworn 
papers are filed show changes in the 
quantities. or kinds of imported ma- 
terials appearing in the manufacture of 
an article, or covering other articles or 
brands of the same article, or in any 
way affecting the rate of allowance, 
drawback is to be ‘allowed only upon 

exportation on or after the date of re- 
cae of the supplemental statement or 
schedule in the Collector's office. In 
order to give manufacturers doing an 
sport business sufficient time to com- 

with the ‘amended rules Assistant 
Bouctery Peters directed that they shall 
not be effective ‘until March 21.
